will stay where it is. 

“The - caboose is used as an 
information center by the He- 
ber Valley Chamber of Com- 
merce, and where it should be 
located has been debated in 
tHe community for a half doz- 
en years. However, the issue 
has become heated during the 
past several months, now that 
the remodeling of the 100-year- 
old Wasatch Stake Center into 
city offices is nearly complete. 

City residents and the city 

uncil are divided in their 
opinions on whether the ca- 
heose should be moved be- 


cause it deters frm the ambi- 
ence of the building, or should 
stay somewhere on the proper- 
ty because it is important to 
developing tourism. 

Councilman Scott Wright 
made the motion to move the 
tourist information caboose as 
discussed in the plot plan and 
asked that the city attorney 
draft a permissive use agree- 
ment between the Chamber of 
Commerce and the city for not 
less than five years. 

This motion was defeated by 
a 3-2 vote. 


Next Councilman Wayne 
Clegg moved that if the ca- 
boose isn’t moved by July 31, 
that the city move it and 
charge the cost to the owners.

Wright reported about one- 
third of the city’s anticipated 
1988-89 revenue will come from 
the business community and 
that business is declining. He 
said the staff at the caboose 
gives directions and informa- 
tion for tourist attractions in 
the valley, directs tourists to 
restaurants, gas station, mo- 
tels, ete. 


Much debate followed re- 
garding the heritage of the 
caboose and its value to the 
community as a tourist infor- 
mation center. — 


Commenting later on the
